James Manes Arrested in New 
York for Big Job at Liverpool. 


MADE TOOL OF BANK CLERK. 


Victim of Betting Craze Aids in Steal- 
ing Nearly a MilHon. 


New York, Jan. 26.—[Special.]~—A man 
whom the police claim is James Manes, one 
of the six men who robbed the bank of Liver- 
pool of $800,000 on Nov. 22, 1901, was ar- 
rested in this city last night. 

The police of every great city in the world 
have been searching for James Manes for 
more than five years. His arrest in this city 
came about by merest chance. 

Manes was one of six men who by con- 
spiracy and forgery secured nearly $1,000,000 
from the Bank of Liverpool. Subsequently 
$380,000 of the amount was recovered. The 
other five were Thomas P. Goudre, a clerk 
in the Kank; Dick Burge, the English pu- 
gilist; F. T. Kelly, Laurie Marks, and a man 
named Stiles, all bookmakers. 


Bank Clerk Confesses All. 
Goudie confessed the plot and pleaded guilty 
to charges of forgery, fraud conspiracy, and

Mr. Shonts further admitted that he per- 
forms no service in return for the $12,000a 
year he receives as president of the Clover 
Leaf railroad. He said he gave no time to 
the management of the railroad, but that 
reports are sent to him and frequently offi- 
cials of the company come to Washington 
to consult him. 


Senate to Take Action Later. 

The admissions made by Chairman Shonts 
relative to his double salary will be consid- 
ered by the senate committee when it takes 
up the question of reviewing salaries. 

Outside of the salary question Mr. Shonts’ 
testimony today covered the general sub- 
ject of the administration of the canal. He 
testified as to sanitation, feeding and hous- 
ing of employés, and the purchase of sup- 
plies. 

At times there was a lively colloquy be- 
tween Mr. Shonts and members of the com- 
mittee, Senators Gorman and Morgan being 
especially sarcastic in their questions. 


How Supplies Are Bought. 


It was explained by Mr. Shonts that au- 
thority had been issued to Chief Engineer 
Stevens to enter into contracts of various 
descriptions without submitting the terms 
to the canal commission, but that his acts 
under this broad instruction were subject 
to review. Later Mr. Shonts qualified his 
statement by saying that on all matters of 
ec sequence, outside of routine, bids for ma- 
terial needed by Mr. Stevens were obtained 
by the purchasing department. For routine 
purchases, it appeared from Mr. Shonts’ 
statement, that there was no limit concern- 
ing the amount of contract entered into. 

Mr. Shonts said that after the bids were 
scheduled and brought to him he approved 
the transactions without submitting them 
to the other members ot tne cummission. He 
said he was given authority to do this by 
President Roosevelt’s order of April 8, 1905. 

Senator Gorman asked if the executive 
committee held daily sessions. 

„ There are only two members now, said 
Mr. Shonts, Gov. Magoon, who is on the 
isthmus, and myself. There has been no 
third member since the resignation of Mr.

but Marks and Manes escaped. Burge was 
given ten years. Kelly and Stiles, by plead- 
ing guilty to conspiracy to defraud, escaped 
with sentences of two yéars each. Marks ts 
believed to have committed suicide by jump- 
ing from an English channelsteamer. Manes 
never was traced. 

The entire scheme turned upon the weak- 
ness of the bank clerk, Goudie, who, while 
drawing a salary of $750 a year, became a 
victim of the betting craze and played the 
races. Not only did Goudie play into the 
hands of his accomplices through his losses 
at the race tracks, but he was deprived of the 
occasional big winnings he made through 
some pretense, The clerk forged continually 
the name of one of the bank’s depositors until 
finally more than $800.000 had been taken out 
of the institution and turned over to the co- 
terie of race track men. Finally, without 
having profited a penny, he went to the pen- 
itentiary for ten years, a sentence he is now 
serving with hard labor. j 


Was an Easy, Easy Mark. 


During the trial of Goudie, a clerk em- 
ployed by the bookmaker, Marks, told the 
jury a story to show how easily the accused 
man was swindled. One day he had wag- 
ered heavily on a race, intrusting his com- 
mission to Marks. The horse won and Goudle 
was entitled to $125,000 on the deal. That 
night the bookmaker sent a telegram to 
Goudie saying he had been ill and was not 
in business at the racetrack that day. 

From Burge the police recovered $150,000. 
The authorities subsequently learned that 
Marks had $60,000 and Manes $170,000 to their 
credit in an English bank. This money was 
seized and returned to the Liverpool ingt- 
tution. 


Arrest by Mere Chance. 


The’ arrest was made by Detectives Cain 
and Collins of the headquarters: staff, at 
Broadway and Forty-second street, where 
they came face to face with Manes in the 
midst of a rush hour throng. They had but 
recently been reading of the Liverpool bank 
robbery and had been discussing the escape 
of Manes, the only person unaccounted for 
in connection with the big swindle. They 
had studied features of the missing criminal 
from a photograph, and when they saw to- 
night the man who they claim answers the 
description of the person wanted they imme- 
diately put him under arrest. 


English Authorities Notified. 


While admitting his name te be James 
Manes, the man under arrest asserted that 
he is entirely ignorant of any plot by which 
the bank of Liverpool was robbed and had no 
part intheaffair. After being taken to head- 
quarters and examined, Manes was locked 
up. He will have a hearing tomorrow and 
probably will be held to await ward from the 
English authorities, who have been apprised 
by cable of the arrest. The local police claim 
there is no question as to the identity of 
Manes, who now is 55 years old, and walks 
as though a victim of locomotor ataxia. His 
condition, the police declare, aided them in 
identifying him.

Missouri May Have Ally in Fight 
on Rockefeller Company. 


MORE PROOF OF TRUST PLOT. 


Competitors Bought Up by Standard 
and Called Republic. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 26.—[Special. As a re- 
sult of the investigation here of the business 
methods of the Standard and Republic Oil 
companies, Attorney General Wade Ellis may 
take action to oust both from Ohio. 

Attorney General Ellis said at Columbus to- 
night that he would ask Attorney General 
Hadley of Missouri to meet him next Tuesday 
for a conference on the matter. 

“I will at once get possession of the 
facts," sald Mr. Ellis. “If the disclosures 
during the Cleveland hearing this week show 
any basis upon which the law department 
can found an action against either the Stand- 
ard or the Republic companies, or their 
officers or agents, it will be brought prompt- 
3 

Attorney General Hadley said tonight that 
he would give Mr. Ellis all the testimony and 
assistance in the Standard Oil investigation 
that he might want. 

“Iam willing to give Mr. Ellis or any other 
attorney general all the testimony I have and 
all possible assistance,“ said he. 

“The Cleveland hearing has produced 
enough evidence, I think, to oust the Repub- 
lic Oll company from Missouri.“ 


Missouri Is Satisfied. 

Tue Missouri attorney general finished his 
work in Cleveland today but had the hear- 
ing adjourned until Feb. 20 in order to be 
able to take further testimony if necessary. 

The testimony brought out today was to 
an extent corroborative of yesterday's reve- 
lations. Yesterday Attorney General Hadley 
brought out the fact that the Republic Oil 
company was organized by the Standard 
Oil company and that its officers and direc- 
tors were Standard Oil employés. 

Today's evidence established the fact that 
the old oll firm of Scoffield, Shurmer & Teagle, 
the largest competitor of the Standard in 
the central west, and which was merged 
into the Republic company fh 1901, was pur- 
chased by the Standard Oil company. 


Sold to Standard Oil. 

The first witness of the day was B. W. 
Browne, president and treasurer of the 
Great Western Oi] company of Cleveland. 
He testified that his company was engaged 
principally in the marketing end of the oll 
business and handled lubricating oils largely. 
His testimony in brief was as follows: 

I have been in the oll business for twenty- 
three years and for eighteen years was con- 
nected with the old off firm of Scoffield, 
Shurmer & Teagle, which sold out to the Re- 
public oft company. This firm was an active 
competitor of the Standard Ofl company in 
the business of selling oil. Our company 
was the largest competitor of the Standard 
company in the state of Missouri and the 
central west. 

“ The firm ¢eased to do business in June, 
1001. I was manager ot the company at that 
} time. John Teagle conducted the negotia- 
tions for the sale of the properties. He 
asked me early in the year of 1901 to assist 
in the preparation of schedules of the prop- 
erties. of the company, which he said he 
wanted to submit to J. A. Moffatt and H. M. 
Tilford of the Standard Oil company of New 
York City. Mr. Teagle made several trips 
to New York toconfer with the Standard Oil 
company's officials. 

“The Republic Oil company appeared upon 
the scene immediately after the deal was 
consummated, Lou's H. Turrell, who testi- 
fled yesterday, coming in here and taking 
charge of affairs temporarily. Mr. Turrell 
told me when I was first introduced to him 
that he was a representative of the Standard 
Oil company.” 


How Sale Was Made. 

C. W. Bcofield of the former oil firm of 
Scofleld, Schurmer & Teagle of this city, 
testified that he was a partner of the firm 
named, but never took any active interest 
im it. 

I made one trip with John Teagle to New 
York,” said Mr. Scofield, in reference to 
the sale of the properties of Scofield, Schur- 
mer & Teagle to the Standard Oll company. 
We met Alexander McDonald, a prominent 
Standard Oil man of Cincinnati, at the Wal- 
dorf hotel and submitted a proposition to him 
for the sale of the plant. That was the only 
trip I made and I knew nothing further about 
the sale until it was consummated.” 


Piling On the Proof. 

Danie] Schurmer testified that he was an 
active member of the firm up to the time the 
plant was transferred to the Republic Oil 
company, having entire charge of the busi- 
ness. He also sald: 

I did not go to New York in regard to any 
of the negotiations for the sale of our prop- 
erty, but John Teagle, my partner, reported 
to me that he conducted the negotiations 
with Alexander McDonald, The only person 
I ever heard of in comnection with the sale 
was McDonald, who I understood was a 
Standard Oll man.“ 

Edward D. Schurmer, a son of Danlel Schur- 
mer, testified that he was not connected with 
the firm at the time of the sale, but he heard 
something about the deal. He eaid that he 
went to New York with C. W. Scofield and 
John Teagle in May, 1901, as a representative 
of his father’s interests in the proposed sale 
of the firm’s property. He declared that he 
had no authority to do anything, but went 
along just to see what took place. 

* We met Alexander McDonald at the Wal- 
dorf,“ he sald, and the sale of the property 
was discussed. I don't remember of there 
being more than one meeting, or of meeting 
McDonald again or of seeing anybody else in 
reference to the sale. I knew Mr. Moffatt of 
the Standard Oil company, but I don’t re- 
member seeing him in New Yerk at that time. 
I did not learn anything further about the 
matter until my father told me the plant had 
been sold to the Republic Ol} company.

PACKERS LAWYER 
CALLED A BRIBER. 


Letters, Exposing Methods of 
Counsel in the “Beef Case,” 
Made Public by Order of 
President Roosevelt. 


REPORTER GIVEN MONEY, 


Currency Paid by Attorney tor 


Nelson Morris & Co. in Effort 
to Influence Public Opin- 
ion Through Press. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—[Special.]—By 
authority of President Roosevelt, corre- 
spondence was made public at the White 
house this evening exposing the methods al- 
leged to have been employed by attorneys for 
the beef packers, who are under indictment 
in Chicago, to Influence public opinion in be- 
half of the packers. 

The documents consist of a communities 
tion made by United States District Attor- 
ney Morrison of Chicago to Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody; a letier from the attorney gen- 
eral to the president transmitting Mr. Mar- 
rison's report, expressing the opinion that 
no way existed under the law, by which the 
alleged offense could be punished, and a Jet- 
ter from the president to the attorney gen- 
eral directing the publication of the corre- 
spondence in order that the public might be 
informed of one situation, at least, which 
the government has to meet in prosecuting 
the case against the packers. 


Money Paid to a Reporter. 

The charges relate to the admitted pay- 
ment of money to Frank Hassler, a reporter 
for the Chicago Inter-Ocean, by Attorney 
George W. Brown, who especially repre- 
sents Nelson Morris & Co. in the packers’ 
trial. 

The further fact is brought out that Law- 
yer Brown, through the medium of 
Hassler, tried to bribe Hector L. Elwell, a 
reporter for the City Press association, an 
organization which furnishes a report that is 
distributed to all the Chicago newspapers 
and to the Associated Press. One hundred 


dollars was thrust in Elwell's pocket, againat 


his protest. He at once turned it over to 
the general manager of the City Press; who 
handed it back to Brown, The matter wag 
brought to the notice of the United States 
district attorney, and then called to the 
attention of the authorities in Washington. 
Attorney Brown formerly was an Illinois 
Circuit court judge. He lives in Wheaton. 


Text of Roosevelt’s Letter. 
The letter from President Roosevelt to At- 
torney General Moody, brought out by the 
exposure of Attorney Brown's bribery of R- 


porter Hassler, is as follows: 


The White House, Washington, D. C., Jan. B 
1906—Sir: In view of the fact that there seems 
to be no opportunity for action before the courts 
aghinat the counsel of the beef packers, whe, it 
appears from District Attorney Morrison's state- 
ment, has been guilty of bribing a reporter—the 
reporter having disseminated false and misiead- 
ing statements as to the case against the beef 


trust—it seems to me that the only course left is 


to publish Mr. Morrison’s letter and the other 
documents in the case. This I direct to be dome. 
Extraordinary efforts have been made in this cage; 
as in one or two similar cases, to poison the public 
mind by the dissemination of false and m 

statements, and it is right that the public should 
know why and bow their circulation te secured. 
Very truly yours, THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 
To the Hon. William H. Moody, attorney general. 


Moody Writes of Bribes. 

The letter in which Attorney General 
Moody called the attention of the president te 
this matter was: 

Office of the Attorney General, Washington, D. 
C., Jan. 256, 1905.—To the President: 6ir—I for 
ward herewith the report of Mr. Morrison, the 
United States attorney at Chicago, showing that 
one of the counsel for the defendants in the in- 
dictment against the beef packers has given a sum 
of money to a reporter of the Chicago Inter Ocean 
engaged in reporting the proceedings in that case. 
and unsuccessfully attempted to give a sum of 
money to another reporter of the City Press of 
Chicago, who declined to receive it. In view of 
the fact that the articles of the reporter of the 
Inter Ocean have been misleading. containing 
many false statements of fact, and have been 
circulated widely throughout the country, I deem 
it proper to bring the subject to your attention. 

Under the statute, which rigidly restricts the 
power of the federal courts to punish for contempt 
of court there seems to be no remedy. I am ad- 
vised by the district attorney that proceedings 
for disbarment of the offending attorney would 
not be Likely to prevail in the federal courts. 


I await your instructions with reference to the 


subject, if you have any to give.

Offered as Christmas Present. 

The report from District Attorney Morti- 
son to Mr. Moody was dated “ Chicago, Jan. 
18, 1906."" It was as follows: 

To the Attorney General, Washington, D. C.: I 
have the honor te say that on the 27th day of De- 
cember, 1905, Judge George W. Brown, who is one 
of the attorneys for the packers iu the “ Beef 
trust case, gave to a Mr. Hassler, who ts & re~- 
porter for the Inter Ocean, and who reports the 
proceedings of the ** beef trust case, a certain 
amount of money, ostensibly as a Christmas pres 
ent (the exact amount I do not know), and directed 
him to give $100 of it to a Mr. Elwell, who isé 
reporter for the City Press of Chicago, and who 
is also detailed to report the court proceedings in 
this case, and whose reports are used by all of the 
newspapers of Chicago, amd largely by the 40 
clated Press. 

Mr. Hassler had intimated to Mr. Elwell before 
the day that he was going to receive a present, and 
on that day met him in the corridor of the federai 
building and handed him §100 


Refuses to Accept Money. 

Mr. Elwell declined to take ft. and he pushed 
it Into his pocket with Judge Brown's card end 
told Mr. Eiwell that Judge Brown had sent it to 
him. Eiwell went to his employer aud told tim 
about it, and his employer toid him to take the 
money and give it to Judge Brown, which he did, 
and Judge Brown told him that he did not mean 
anything by it-—that he just wanted to make * 
a Christmas present. 

I then requested Capt. Porter to have an inter- 
view with Mr. Hassler, which he did, and I bere- 
with inclose a report of Capt. Porter's interview 
marked exhibit ‘* A. 

On the uh of January there appeared in the 
Inter Ocean the article which I herewith inclose 
marked exhibit * B. This article was ae sent 
with Capt. Porter's report to Chief Wie. 

This mortiing an article appeared in the Inter 
Ocean. a copy of which I herewith inclose you, 
marked exhibit C.“ 

The Inter Ocean circulates quite generally 
among the farmers, perhaps more 0 than any 
other Chicago dally. The jury impanelied to try 
the immunity issues appeared in court yesterday 
morning, but owing to the Hines of Mr. Hynes 
the hearing was postp.ned until 2 o'clock today. 
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The jury has been at large since it was first im- 


paneled. ‘ 
Brown Explains His “Motive.” 

After Judge Brown knew that I was familiar 
with the facts he came to the office to see me. He 
had learned that we knew about the matter. His 
explanation was that complimentary articles had 
been written about him in the papera, end he 
thought Mr. Elwell wrote them, and that he gave 
the money to Elwell’ out of gratitude for what he 
hed said. I do not remember any articles es- 
pecially complimentary to him, but am having 
the matter looked up to see whether there were 
or were not. 

Judge Brown also admitted to me that he gave 

Hassler money at the same time to retain for him- 

self. The amount that he gave Hassler was not 
stated. Judge Brown stated that the money he 
gave was his own money, and that his clients knew 
nothing about it. We are this morning consider- 
ing the question as to whether we will lay the mat- 
ter before the editor of the Inter Ocean. Mr. Gar- 
field and I laid the matter before Judge Humphrey 
at his rooms. 
‘I Deg to call your attention te the fact that 
the jury returned yesterday morning and re 
mained in Chicago over night, and had every 
opportunity to read the article published in this 
morning's Inter Ocean.

The matter referred to as Exhibit A”

Moody, and then he would tell me about this money 
transaction. 


Giving of Money Admitted. 

He said he did hand money to a reporter at the 
time and place mentioned, but he would not, at 
the present time, tell me why he did it, nor from 
whom he obtained the money. He was bitter 
against the president and attorney general for 
the manner in which Secretary Morton and the 
Santa Fé railway company were let off, etc. He 
further said the department of justice is corrupt, 
and that if he dared to do so he would write it up, 
etc. I told him I would like to know from whom 
the money came, and for what purpose, and asked 
him to tell me, but he refused, saying to go ahead 
and find out all I could, and when the proper time 
comes he will tell all about it, and probably write 
it up, though when he does so we will be disappoint- 
ed, @s there is nothing to it. I reported the result 
of my interview to Mr. Morrison, etc. 

Exhibits B and C were not given out by the 
government. 


-HINMAN AND ATTORNEY TALK. 


Bditor of the Inter Ocean Announces 
‘Dismissal of Mr. Hasler from 
: the Paper’s Staff. 


a W. Hinman, editor of the Inter 
Ocean, last night gave out the following 
statement relating to the case of Attorney 
Brown and Reporter Hassler:

Institution Is Said to Guarantee License 
and High Wages to All of Its Gradu- 
ates. 


War was decleared yesterday by the local 
plumbers’ union against a school for 
plumbers at 840-848 Ashland avenue, where 
a tzhort cut to plumber’s license and wages 
ranging from $5 to $8 a day is guaranteed 
student anprentices. The union requires an 
apprenticeship extending over five years. 

According to the announcements distrib- 
uted in building trade union headquarters a 
certificate of graduation from the plumbers’ 
college entitles the flolder to membership in 
the union. For this a fee of $25 is charged. 
The school claims to have a faculty 
of fifty. Christopher E. Coyne, one of the 
promoters, declared that similar schools now 
are in operation in New York, St. Louis, and 
Cincinnati. He said 400 pupils will begin study 
at the institution at once. 

More than 6,000 union painters are awaiting 
with anxiety the outcome of a conference 
to be held t his afternoon between committees 
from the union and the Master Painters’ as- 
seciation. The union men ask a minimum 
wage of 50 cents an hour and an agreement 
running for three years, The Master Painters 
and Decorators’ association declared for an 
“open shop at its meeting in the Masonic 
temple.

Former Employe on Board of Trade 
Admits Receiving Hundreds of Dol- 
lars by Means of a False “Hard 
Luck’? Story—Operations Cover Pe- 

‘ vlod of Several Months—Had Mail 
Sent to His Former House, Which 
Had Been Converted Into Hospital. 


After securing hundreds of dollars from 
wealthy women in Chicago by means of a 
„ hard luck story confidence game, Harry 
Reed, a former employé on the board of trade, 
was arrested last evening. He confessed to 
obtaining the m , but declared that he 
meant to do no wrong. 

Reed operated his game of begging for sev- 
eral months, and, according to his own story, 
he collected large amounts of money from 
generous women, who. were told various fab- 
' vications about siok babies, needy widows, 
and bereft homes. Some of the women who 
sent him checks for large amountsare:

Gets Opportunity by Chance. 

Reed succeeded in his scheme by a chance 
circumstance. He formerly lived at 2184 
Archer avenue, but vacated the place along 
with other tenants tg make room for the 
People's hospital, which moved into the 
building last spring. Reed, according to his 
confession, decided that he would use the 
hospital to advantage. Conséquentiy he 
asked Dr. I. C. Gary, the physician in charge, 
to take care of any mail that might happen 
to come to the hospital addressed to Harry 
Reed. Without suspecting what was to 
follow, Dr. Gary consented to look after the 
„Stray letters. From day to day Reed 
visited the hogpital and got his mail. 

Under these circumstances Reed found it 
easy to get money. He told his victims that 
a friend was in hard luck and was without 
funds to bury a dead; baby. He asked for 


wealthy persons. When any woman ex- 
pressed her willingness to contribute some- 


| thing to the charitable cause, he promptly 
said: 


Jou may send the check tothe People’s 
hospital for me at any time.” 

This gave the game à tone that was 
effective in adding hundreds of dollars to his 
exchequer. — y 


Letters Arouse Suspicion. 


Finally, when registered letters continued 
to come to Reed in care of the hospital, Dr. 
Gary became suspicious and notified the po- 
lice. Detectives Murphy and Meskell shad- 
owed Reed and in the evening arrested him as 
he was about to get his mail at the hospital. 
The prisoner said he was living at present in 
flat 216 of the Mecca apartments, Thirty- 
fourth and State streets. 

I read a lot about Helen Gould receiving 
baskets of letters from people who wanted 
help.“ said Reed, and all that stuff made 
me feel that I ought to be getting some 
money easy myself. I didn’t see any harm 
in doing what I did, because I needed the 
funds.’’ 

Reed is 30 years old. He formerly was em- 
ployed by a man named Merrifield, who came 
to the station last night and promised to help 
the prisoner. Merrifield said his own home 
was at 5406 Indiana avenue 

It is probable that the postoffice authorities 
will look into the case. The police are in- 
vestigating Reed's movements during the 
last few months.

County Investigating Commit- 
‘tee to Begin Its Work 
There. 


COOKE ALSO UNDER FIRE. 
Development of Scandal Alleged 


Attempt to Keep Chaiser 
Out of State. 


John A. Linn’s conduct as cler of the Cir- 
cult court is to be made the subject of a 
searching investigation by the committee of 
seven county commissioners and citizens ap- 
pointed by President Brundage. This was 
decided yesterday afternoon. The investiga- 
tion will begin next Monday. Expert ac- 
countants will be employed. Every pay voll. 
voucher, and record in the office will be au- 
dited. 

A startling development in the Linn scan- 
dal was reported yesterday. It was asserted 
authoritatively that John R. Peterson, Mr. 
Linn’s confidential man, has made a trip to 
West Baden and offered Frank J. Chaiser, 
the state’s principal witness, $100 to remain 
in Indiana. Evidence of this alleged attempt 
to tamper with a witness will form the basis 
of one of the indictments against Mr. Linn. 

The search for graft in Mr. Linn's admin- 
istration of the office that he now holds will 
be even more thorough than that conducted 
by investigators of the Citizens’ association, 
which furnished the evidence of pay roll 
stuffing and fee abstracting during Mr. 
Linn’s incumbency as clerk of the Superior 
court from 1897 to 1904, resulting in a loss of 
over $100,000 to the eounty. 

The investigation will not be confined to 
Mr. Linn’s administration, which began in 
December, 1904. It will go back through the 
books and other records of his predecessor in 
office, John A. Cooke. 


John A. Cooke Accused. | 

Mr. Cooke has been charged with keeping 
on his pay roll, during his eight years of 
office, henchmen of Congressman Lorimer, 
who never did any work. At least two men 
who lived in Lorimer’s home ward, the 
Thirty-fourth, are said to have drawn over 
$100 a month for eight years under Cooke 
while they devoted their entire time to private 
business. 

One of these is said to be Mark Soloman, 
who conducted a teaming business and was 
interested in a brass foundry. Some of his 
teams are said to have been employed by the 
West park hoard when William J. Cooke, a 
brother of John, was general superintendent. 
Soloman is still on the pay roll. 

Charles Bradley was chief clerk of the 
office through Cooke’s administration and is 
now employed by Linn. 


Meeting of the Committee,

STENOGRAPHIC TRUST A DREAM 


Probate Reporters Say Law Lets Lawyer 
Employ Outsiders, but That Regu- 
lar Ones Are the Best. 


The stenographers employed in the Pro- 
bate court as official reporters last evening 
issued a statement in which they declare 
misleading the assertion that they are mem- 
bers of a “ stenographic trust.“ 

“The lawyers intrusted by their clients 
with the probating of estates well under- 
stand that they have a perfect right to bring 
their own stenographers into the Probate 
court for the purpose of taking testimony 
required by law in such cases,“ the state- 
ment reads. They also understand the im- 
portance of having this work performed 
properly, as an error creeping into the tes- 
timony may have far reaching consequences 
in its aftereffect on titles.“ 

The statement adds that experienced court 
reporters do werk correctly where an office 
stenographer, unacquainte@ with the re- 
quirements, often makes many mistakes. It 
declares also that the charges of the court 
reporters are not exorbitant.

Text of the Petition. 

The petition to Mayor Dunne follows: 

Hon. Edward F. Dunne, Mayor of the 
City of Chicago—Honorable Sir: As we. 
are advised there are nineteen legal reserve 
mutual insurance companies doing business 
in the state of Illinois, whose policy holders’ 
premiums annually amount to approximate- 
ly $15,500,000. That these interests may be 
in closer touch and have a direct influence 
upon the administration of such companies, 
and to this end that the best representation 
of the policy holders may be obtained, we 


respectfully submit for your consideration 


and favorable action the following: 

“Will you issue a cali addressed to the 
presidents of the several clubs and assecia- 
tions of our city and vicinity, requesting 
them to select a club member to meet with 
representatives, in like manner appointed, 
from all the clubs, forming a general com- 
mittee to adopt the following plan or some 
modification thereof: 

1. This committee shall be perpetual, va- 
cenocies filled by the clubs appointing.

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CURB ON LIFE CONCERNS. 


FRANCE’S PLAN FOR FEDERAL 
| CONTROL OF INSURANCE. 


Numerous Regulations Set Forth in 
Official Order Intended to Safeguard 
Interests of Policy Holders and 

Their Heirs—Limit to Percentage in 
Shape of Revenues to Be Applied 
Toward Expense Account and Sal- 
aries—Other Provisions Made. 


PARIS, Jan. 26.—Decrees dealing with gov- 
ernmental control of French insurance com- 
panies in order to safeguard the interests of 
pelicy holders appear in the Official Journal 
today. No mention is made of the foreign 
companies doing business here. 

The decrees deal at considerable length 


with the subjects of registration, formation, | 


bookkeeping, and the expenses of manage- 
ment. Hereafter registration will be con- 
sidered as void unless the company registered 
starts operations within a year after notice 
of its formation has been given. The ex- 
penses of formatien will be limited in the 
case of mutual or tontine companies to a 
proportional part of the original capital, 
while in the case of other companies the 
expenses must not exceed one-quarter of 
the original working capital. In all cases 
these expenses must be written off within 
a period of fifteen years. f 


Limit Expense of Management. 

Calculations regarding premiums, reserves, 
and expenses of management take up several 
columns of the Official Journal. According 
to these calculations mutual companies 
which do not pay commissions or give re- 
bates will be Mmited to interest charges of 
8% per cent on the expenses of management, 
6 per cent on the gross of premiums, and 1 
per cent for collections. 

Other companies will be permitted to deduct 
for death policies 8% per cent for manage-

When the mother of Swuliug died last Feb- 
ruary she left most of her property to her 
daughter. The son thought he had been 
treated unjustly, and his anger over the 
matter caused him to utter violent execra- 
tions against the dead woman. Shortly 
afterward the strange apparitions, accom- 
panied by uncommon noises, took possession 
of the Swulius residence. 


Convinced He Is Haunted. 

At first the son and his wife treated the 
visitations as imaginary and tried to forget 
the spirit because they did not believe 
in what are termed ghosts,“ but as the 
apparitions increased the number of their 
visits Swulius’ conscience smote him and he 
became convinced that he was haunted be- 
cause of the unkind words he had spoken 
against his mother. 

One night recently a shadow passed be- 
tween Swulius and the lamp in his room. 
He looked up and saw what he declares was 
the form of his mother. Mrs. Swulius also 
saw the apparition. Since then tables and 
chairs have been moved to and fro and the 
water was turned on and off at the sink 
when nobody was near. 


Bothered While at Work.

FAMOUS HORSESHOE CURVE TO 
GO; PLAN $15,000,000 BORE. 


Pennsylvania Road May Make a Nine 
Mile Tunnel Through Alleghenys 


with Four Tracks, Electric Power.. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 26.—[Special. ]—The 
famous horseshoe curve of the Pennsylvania 
railroad line is to be eliminated. This move 
has been definitely decided upon by the of- 
ficials of the company. 

Two methods are proposed to improve the 
route and four sets of plans have been pre- 
pared. Two plans are for tunnels through 
the Allegheny mountains, one nine miles 
long and the other eleven miles in length. 
Other plans are for new routes across the 
mountains, one ninety miles and the other 
105 miles long. It is the consensus of opinion 
among the officials that the nine mile tunnel 
plan will be adopted. President Cassatt ex- 
pects at least to start the work before his 
retirement. 

The tunnel most favored would enter the 
mountains at or near Kittanning point and 
emerge between Cresson and Lilly. This 
would be the second longest tunnel in the 
world, the only one longer being te Simplon 
tunnel through the Alps, which is twelve 
miles long. The Pennsylvania tunnel ‘will 
accommodate four tracks and will be ven- 
tilated by shafts reaching to the crests of the 
mountains. All operations through it will 
be by electric power. The cost of the tunnel 
and making the connections with the maln 
line is estimated at over $15,000,000. 

The plans for the new proposed surface 
lines across the Allegheny embrace long 
approaches from the east and the west of the 
summit of the mountains at Gallitzin. One 
route is from east of Huntingdon to Gallit- 
zin, fifty-five miles. On the western side two 
routes have been considered, one extending 
thirty-four miles west from Gallitzin to near 
the ‘Conemaugh furnace, and the other ex- 
tending to near the Blairsville intersection. 


ROOSEVELT INVITATIONS OUT. 


Guests to White House Wedding Will Be 
Limited to Personal Friends and 
Small Official List. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—[Special. ]—In- 
vitations for the wedding of Miss Roosevelt 
and Representative Nicholas Longworth 
were sent out by special carrier from the 
White house today, the custom being one of 
the oldest of the executive mansion not to 
stamp or mail invitations to be delivered in 
Washington.

TOTAL OF LOST IS 117. 


Only Nine Passengers Survive; 28 
Members of Crew Saved; 
Two Families Die. 


Victoria, B. C., Jan. 26.—The steamer City 
of Topeka has arrived at Seattle with twenty- 
three survivors of the Valencia wreck. The 
total number saved from the wreck, accord- 
ing to officials of the Pacific coast Steam- 
ship company, is now forty. s 

This number includes four more men found 
yesterday on Turret island and the three 
men reported alive on the beach near the 
wreck. Of the last three there is no cer- 
tainty, however. 

A dispatch from Cape Beale tonight says 
a report has been received from the party 
which on Tuesday left over the land trails 
for the scene of the wreck. 


Rescuers Witness Final Tragedy. 

The party reached the spot before the 
wreck broke up on Wednesday, and witnessed 
the death of all those who were carried away 
by the tremendous waves which swept over 


the hulk of the wrecked steamer. 


The Valencia lay fifteen yards from the 
foot of the bluff, from the top of which they 
could plainly see the survivors clinging to 
the rigging and huddled on the hurricane 
deck. Those onthe wreck cheered when they 
saw the party on shore, evidently thinking 
that they were to be rescued. 

About noon an immense wave struck the 
wreck and crushed everything to pieces. 
Every one was swept into the sea and to 
death while the party on shore was unable 
to do anything for them. : 

The steamer Salvor reported at Ramfield 
creek tonight that it had picked up a raft 
from the Valencia off Turret island. On the 
raft were three bodies. 


9 Passengers, 27 of Crew Saved. 

It is not believed that the number of sur- 
vivors will exceed the thirty-seven men defl- 
nitely accounted for. Of these only nine were 
passengers on the Valencia. Firemen, coal 
passers, cooks, waiters, and deckhands, en- 
gineers, and two officers comprise the other 
twenty-seven survivors. 

Of nearly two score women and children 
on the Valencia not one has been saved. 

One entire family of six perished in the 
wreck. The father, mother, and three chil- 
dren were drowned in the first attempt to 
escape in the ship's boats. One little boy 
was left on the wreck and he perished with 
all those who clung to the rigging when the 
vessel broke up. 


Man Loses Entire Family. 

One of the passengers saved, F. F. Bunker 
of San Francisco, lost his wife and two 
daughters in the wreck. 

John Segalos, a fireman, who was rescued 
from the Valencia’s raft, says that there 
were eighty-four people by actual count on 
the wreck when he left Wednesday morning. 
Not one of these survives. 

Today all that is left above water is the 
hull of the Valencia. But five bodies havé 


been found in the vicinity of the wreck. ~< J 


Search Coast for Bodies. 

Systematic patrols are being organized in 
Barclay sound and parties of Indfans have 
been sent to the different islands in the hope 
of finding other survivors of the Valencia 
disaster. Most of the bodies, it is expected, 
will be found on these islands. 

The survivors, who were at the Darling 
Creek telegraph hut, left there this morning 
with a party of rescuers from the Salvor. 

Unless some survivors are found on floating 
wreckage,.a small hope, it is not expected 
that more than the men now accounted for 
have survived the disaster.

Hyde Park anti-saloon man jumped to his 
feet with a sudden outburst of energy. 

“J want you to know,“ he shouted back 
at the alderman, likewise shaking his hand 
at him, that I have been a teetotaler since 
1873.“ 

This energetic denial confused the accuser 
and nothing more was said about Hyde Park 
cellars. 

The liquor dealers and brewers, probably 
because they found a certain element of pro- 
hibitionists arguing their cause so energet- 
ically, kept out of the debate for the most 
part. Attorney M. R. Harris made a state- 
ment of the position of the Liquor Dealers’ 
Protective association, reading it from a 
document which he filed afterwards with 
the committee, and Mr. Brand, representing 
the brewers, also filed his written atate- 
ment. 

Reason for Higher License. 


When the committee and its audience had 
settled down in the council chamber Ald. 
Bennett, chairman of the finance committee, 
then in session, was called in to explain the 
necessity for an increase in licenses to pro- 
vide the extra policemen. 

“The urgent necessity of raising money 
for*more police does not need any comment 
from me,” he said. It is sufficient to say 
that all the large cities have higher license 
than we have in Chicago. I can see no rea- 
son why the Chicago license should not be 
as high. 

The resolution I introduced explains it- 
self. It is proposed to increase the saloon 
license fee to $1,000, payable in advance. If 
this be ordered, the city will be able to make 
a decided change in its fiscal arrangements. 
Now we borrow money in advance on war- 
rants. An increase in the saloon licenses, 
they being payable in advance, will make 
it possible for us to change this, to put the 
city on a good financial basis, to meet pay 
rolls promptly, and to increase the police 


force.”’ 
Wants All Fees Increased. 0 

„Can't we increase all license fees as well 
as saloon licenses?” asked Ald. Siewert, in- 

erjecting a question. 
: 4 vg 2 and a half,“ Mr. Bennett re- 
plied, the finance committee has been en- 
deavoring to make increases all along the 
line, but this saloon proposition is not mere- 
ly a revenue matter. It represents an effort 
to keep the balance even between expense 
and income—to make the saloon, which is 
recognized as the source of much crime, 
more nearly pay for the cost of protecting 
citizens from it. 

am in favor not only of an increase in 
saloon license, but in all licenses, although 
it should be said that in regard to other 
licenses Chicago charges as much if not 
more than other cities except a few in the 
south.

Then he Woke 
rapidly and energetically, beginning with a 
brief description of ideal conditions in non- 
alcoholic Iceland. Getting to the point before 
the committee Mr. Farwell said: 

For every dollar raised in saloon licenses 
$5 worth of damage is done the community. 
I recognize this, but still I approve of the 
high license as a matter of regulation.”

‘Then the prohibitionists, who had been sit- 
ting in a row of chairs in the aisle, were rec- 
ognized by Ald. Dunn. W. A. Brubaker of 
the prohibition city committee took the floor, 
to join the saloonkeepers in opposing the 
increase. 

“To do right,“ he began, quoting, is the 
highest expediency. To do wrong the most 
consummate folly. I am against the licens- 
ing of saloons. We are opposed to any recog- 
nition of the saloon business by the govern- 
ment. It is wrong, and we stand by our 
principles. 

„Fou say you license to control. Why 
don’t you license burglary? Many men in 
this town would pay handsomely to be able 
to conduct their tract of robbery with the 
sanction of the city. We'll say, Ald. Dunn, 
that you have a watch valued at $150 anda 
boy of 17. Now, which would you prefer— 
that the watch be stolen or that your boy 
be rutned in a saloon? Yet you are willing to 
license the business which can do the latter, 
but you would laugh at the proposal to - 
cense the business which might take your 
watch from you. 


Raps Law and Order Leagues. 

„High license simply means more drunk- 
enness and more crime. Satistics prove it. 
Increase the license and you start the liquor 
traffic out after more victims to bring in more 
receipts to pay the higher license. 

„That's what these reform and law and 
order leagues are doing when they stand for 
high license —looking towards Mr. Far well. 
“ High license exerts no influence to diminish 
crime. We are Opposed to it because it 1s a 
holdup. High license, more crime, more po- 
lice, higher license, still more crime, still more 
police. If you take this action you will have 
these law and order leagues in here again in 
a few years asking for a raise to $2,000 to 
put on more policemen to handle the Increased 
crime.”’ 

„ We'll make it $5,000 if you want us to,” 
replied Mr. Farwell. 

Attorney Frank Childs presented figures 
to show that in Illinois, Aurora, Joliet, and 
Rockford have $1,000 licenses. 


Pleads for Saloonkeepers. 

Attorney Harris for the Liquor Dealers’ 
Protective association presented the state- 
ment of the saloonkeepers asking that in- 
stead of an increase in licenses, the council 
endeavor to collect the city license from 
4,000 retailers whom he accused of selling 
with only a federal permit, and, further, to 
tax the beer wagons and the blind pigs.”

Woman Assails the Brewers. 

Ald. Dunn then recognized Mrs. Emily M.

Mrs. Hill declared the question was one of 
abstract right and not one of expediency, 
and that there should besno license at all. 
She said that additional police, if secured by 
money paid in by saloons, would belong to 
the saloonkeepers, whose money paid their

1am surprised to hear a man like Mr. 
Fa — speak in favor of high license, she 
said. 

Mrs. O'Neill, following Mrs. Hill, declared 
that more efficiency was the need of the po- 
lice forte and not more men. 

“The law says a saloon license may be 
given only to a man of good character,” 
she said. “ Would a man of good character 
keep a low dive? You say the high license 
will wipe out the low and dangerous saloons. 
How does it happen any exist? Can't the 
policemen who are traveling beats day after 
day tell a low dive when they see one? Then 
why are they not closed? What the police 
fcrce needs is more efficiency. If the in- 
spectors and captains are not fit to handle 
the force as it is now, how do you expect 
they will be able to handle a larger one? We 
are opposed to high license, low license, or 
license cf any kind.” 


Brand Suggests a Compromise. 

Rudolph Brand then submitted the brew- 
ers’ proposal for a compromise, Suggesting 
that a 20 per cent increase. be made on all 
license fees if it became absolutely necessary 
to raise additional money by new methods. 
He declared that the increase to $1,000 would 
place 3,000 heads of families out of work and 
leave their families destitute. 

He produced statistics to prove that prohi- 
bition Evanston with no saloons required the 
same number of policemen proportionately 
as Blue Island with one saloon for every 241 
inhabitants, and that the Evanston police 
force made many more arrests for drunken- 
ness. He declared that a 20 per cent increase 
in all licenses would raise $908,741 additional 
revenue and that this would be sufficient for 
th» policemen needed. 

Then Mr. Wendling got the floor, all the 
various interests having presented their pre- 
liminary statements, and he was permitted 
to make the speech under which he had been 
laboring during the afternoon. He and Mr. 
Farweil had their passage at arms and then 
the committee decided to lay the matter over 
until next Wednesday. 


PUSH ANTI-CRIME CAMPAIGN. 


Representatives of Churches and Other 
Organizations Meet and Urge 
Higher Saloon Licenses. 


Impetus to the movement for a permanent 
anti-crime league was given last evening at 
a meeting of representatives of twenty-eight 
clubs, improvement associations, churches, 
and various civic bodies. The meeting was 
held at the Sherman house and was attended 
by nearly 100 citizens. 

Higher license for the saloons, suppression 
of crime and enforcement of law at all costs 
were the sentiments expressed by the speak- 
ers. W. H. Browne was chairman and F. H. 
Rutledge was secretary. Reports were read 
by two committees appointed at a meeting 
held in the Auditorium hotel Jan. 17. 

It was decided to circulate petitions ask- 
ing for signatures of citizens who favor an 
increase in the saloon license as a means of 
raising money necessary to obtain a larger 
police force. To begin with, 25,000 names 
will be secured on a petition to be presented 
to the city council finance committee at its 
meeting next Wednesday. , 


RICH POLICEMAN 
ORDERED ON BEAT 


Bob Toosley Loses Pull That 
Has Brought Him Wealth 
in Fifteen Tears. 


TOLD TO DON A UNIFORM. 


Always 
Clothes“ Man Without an 
Assignment. 


Bob Toosley has suffered a great down 
fall. Over back of the yards, where Tom 
Carey’s Indians hold political sway and the 
south park commissioners are multiplying 
“small parks for the poor, they are dis- 
cussing with considerable excitement the 
order issued by Chief of Police Collins 
Wednesday night sending Bob Toosley, 
cigar manufacturer, general contractor, and 
landlord of a tony apartment building on 
Garfield boulevard, into thé uniform of a 
common patrolman. They are wondering 
if Bob will resign. 

For on the pay roll that is all he is—just 
common patrolman—but a patrolman with 
so extraordinary a pull that while he has 
drawn the pay he has never had to wear the 
uniform, 

And yet during fifteen years on the force 
this pull never has lifted him to more onerous 
and responsible positions in the police de- 
partment. He has been too canny for that. 
As a patrolman extraordinary without uni- 
form or beat, or if you prefer, a “ plain 
clothes man without assignments, he has 
used an abundant outdoor leisure to become 
one of the richest men back of the yards.“ 


Accumulation of Fifteen Years. 


During his fifteen years on the force, re- 
porting for “duty” at the “ stockyards” 
station, Forty-seventh and Halsted streets, 
“Bob” has built up with shrewdness and 
success the following enterprises: 

Cleared of debt and rehabilitated buildings 
at Forty-third and Wood streets left him 
by his father. 

Built up, as silent partner, the cigar house 
of A. L. Lencke & Co., whose entire output 
is said to be absorbed by prudent saloon 
keepers in the ward. 

Secured contracts and divided profits with 
McAllister Bros. for filling in the small 
parks which the south park commissioners 
have been planting. The dirt for this came, 
through Ald. Carey’s intervention, from the 
vacant land held by the packers near Ashland 
avenue. 

Built $30,000 apartment building in Gar- 
field boulevard near Center avenue, where 
this “ordinary patrolman” is living with 
his wife. 

And all of this from the modest salary of 
a patrolman, $83 a month, eked out by the 
rent of his Wood street inheritance, a 
small dowry from his wife, who was the 
daughter of Saloonkeeper Henry Schumach- 
er, 4650 Ashland avenue, and the larger gal- 
ary of acting lieutenant of police, a position 
which he held for eight months, it is said, 
at Ald. Carey’s special request. Carey's first 
wife was Toosley’s sister. 


Story Blossoms Into Politics. 

And now the whole story has blossomed into 
politics. With Ald. Carey determined to 
leave the Twenty-ninth ward, a flerce scram- 
ble has ensued among the young Indians for 
Toosley’s position. Toosley himself has left 
the ward—his new home at 1817 Garfield 
boulevard, taking him over into the Thirty- 
first—but he is regarded, nevertheless, as 
the man who will make the flercest fight for 
control of the whole district, known gener- 
ically as back of the yards.” 

There was no surprise, accordingly, when, 
following the chief’s order that Toosley must 
don a uniform or quit the force; the citizen 
patrolman put a candidate in the field for 
alderman in the person of his partner, Louis 
A. Lencki, 4807 Throop street. The latter 18 
a popular young Pole, speaks six languages, 
and has such an American knack for “ get- 
ting there that his own father is now on 
his pay roll. : 

Lencki disclaims all allegiance to Ald. 
Carey, whose attitude on municipal owner- 
ship has disaffected the Indians, but makes 
no such disclaimer about his own partner. 


Other Candidates in the Field. 


There are other candidates in the fleld~— 
former Deputy Coroner John Downey, Sa- 
loonkeeper Nicholas Doody, and others, but 
the man most vitally interested in the fight— 
so the whole district admits—is the cigar 
manufacturer, general contractor, landlord, 
and patrolman, Robert J. Toosley. 


WARNING TO CITY EMPLOYES. 


Civil Service Board Forbids Them to Do 
Any Private Work for Their Su- 
periors in Office. 


The civil service commission requested the 
heads of departments of the city yesterday 
to notify their employés that it is improper 
for any city employé to do any private work 
for another employé or his superior, either 
for or without compensation. 

The ruling is also made that the employés 
must not engage in any occupation or em- 
ployment which will interfere in any way, 
directly or indirectly, with the proper, con- 
scientious, and impartial ’’ discharge of their 
duties. 

Warning was given that any city employé 
who solicits or receives any assessment, con- 
tribution, or subscription to be used for po- 
litical purposes is liable to punishment by im- 
prisonment or a heavy fine for the offense.

Elkins Law Ends Pabst Rebates. 


Mr. Howe said he had been connected with 
the Refrigerator Transit company since 
March 1, 1904. Prior to that time he had been 
connected with the Wabash road and the 
American Refrigerator Transit company and 
also had been traffic manager for the Pabst 
Brewing company and the Pabst Refrigera- 
tor company for eight or nine years. 

This latter company, he said, went out of 
existence at about the time the Elkins act 
went into effect. It leased about 500 or 600 
cars from the Union Refrigerator company 
on a mileage basis. The officersof the Pabst 
Brewing company and the Pabst Refrigera- 
tor company, he said, had been identical. He 
admitted that prior to the Elkins act the 
Pabst Brewing company received rebates 
from the railroads, but that the roads, when 
the act went into effect, canceled the com- 
mission arrangement. 

The subject of organizing the Milwaukee 
Refrigerator Transit company, he said, came 
up on the suggestion of Fred Pabst Jr. in 
October, 1903. He objected to paying §15 a 
month for each car, the rate fixed by the 
Union company. 

Mr. Howe went into details of the history 
of the company, its stockholders, its bond 
issue, its purchase of cars from the Pullman 
company, and its manner of soliciting ship- 
ments for these cars. No effort to get any 
commissions from the railroads for ship- 
ments over their lines, he said, were made 

until March, 1904, but he did not know wheth- 
er any mileage arrangements existed prior 
to that date. 


Fears to Approach Northwestern. 


All efforts to induce the Milwaukee road to 
enter into commission and mileage arrange- 
ments, Mr. Howe said, met with ill success, 
and, finding that he could not deal with the 
road on that basis, he made no effert to con- 
tract with the Northwestern, confident he 
would meet with no better results there. 
An agreement with the Erie road, entered as 
part of the answer of the road as well as of 
the Refrigerator Transit company, had been 
arranged with Samuel P. Shayne, traffic 
manager of the road. Another agreement 
of like import was made with the Monon line 
in April, 1904, but was abrogated the follow- 
ing October, only to be renewed some weeks 
later, but not in writing, the compensation 
being the same but on 4 month to month 
basis. 

The Pére Marquette agreement, made in 
June, 1904, terminated the following Febru- 
ary and was renewed in April, 1905.

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A sort of sleeping companion?” asked the 
senator in pursuing the subject. 

Well, I never knew him to be asleep, said 
Mr. Shonts. 

Nor Mr. Cromwell, either?“ said the sen- 
ator. 
They seem to have been much awake, fe 


observed Mr. Shonts. 


“What salaries do Mr. Farnam and Mr. 
Cromwell get for serving as directors of the 
Panama railroad?’ 

Not a cent,” was the response. 

Mr. Shonts said Mr. Cromwell was a mem- 
ber of the law firm of Sullivan & Cromwell, 
which receives $6,000 a year as counsel for the 
Panama railroad. 


Ice Cut by Cromwell. 

In what other way is Mr. Cromwell in- 
terested on the isthmus?’ asked Senator 
Morgan. 

Mr. Shonts said he knew of no connection, 
but that he had heard Mr. Cromwell was a 
small stockholder in an electric light com- 
pany on the isthmus. Senator Morgan re- 
marked: 

guess you will find that he has as much 
stock as any one.“ 

It developed that this electric light com- 
pany is also engaged in the manufacture of 
ice, and that a member of the company had 
protested against the canal commission erect- 
ing a plant for the manufacture of its own ice. 

In his general testimony Mr. Shonts ex- 
pressed the opinion that the canal commis- 
mon should feed its laborers, but said sev- 
eral older men in the isthmian service be- 
lieved in the contract system. Prices for all 
foodstuffs were high when the present com- 
mission took hold of affairs on the isthmus, 
said Mr. Shonts, and he then told of opening 
the commissary department to the laborers 


in order to remedy these conditions, He also 
discussed the Markel contract. 


Did Not Criticise Wallace. 

Senator Gorman said that the general im- 
pression was gained, at the time Mr. Shonts 
went to the isthmus, that he had criticised 
Chief Engineer Wallace for dilateriness, and 
that he propesed to make a showing at once. 

Mr. Shonts denied that he nea made a 
statement at any time. 

Senator Gorman conducted an extended 
examination of the witness concerning con- 
ditions at the time Mr. Wallace surrendered 
charge of the work and Mr. Stevens took con- 
trol. He showed that Mr. Stevens had in- 
creased the pay roll from 8,000 to 13,000 men 
in three months without doing anything 
toward digging the canal. 

Concerning the expenditure of $500,000 by 
Mr. Wallace to estimate the cost of removing 
the dirt from Culebra, which had been de- 
clared by the present officials far from what 
will be the real cost, Mr. Shonte said: 

“If Mr. Wallace had received no equip- 
ment from the French company and had had 
to wait for suitable equipment he would have 
spent the time in improving sanitation and 
for the care of laborers. Then he would 
have seen that fair weather estimates for 
the moving of dirt would vary from the costs 
of moving it under other conditions.“ 


As to Importation of Women. 

Senator Gorman asked concerning the de- 
mand for the importation of women, and the 
witness replied that this had been brought 
about by the assurance that better laborers 
could be obtained if their families were taken 
to the isthmus. Mr. Stevens was said by Mr. 
Shonts to have been responsible for the im- 
portation of families, but Mr. Shonts said 
he had later approved his action. 

It appeared that the canal commission paid 
$7 a head for the importation of these women 
and Senator Gorman asked in what manner 
this money was recovered. 

We don’t get it back; it is a gratuity,” 
answered Mr. Shonts. 

His attention being called to a previous 
statement that the steamship fare for these 
women cost the government nothing, he said 
that he had inferred that from vouchers 
which showed that only laborers had been 
brought in by the authorities on the isthmus. 
It was remarked by Senator Gorman thatthe 
accounting system seemed to be lax when a 
voucher could be made to cover a transac- 
tion of that kind. Mr. Shonts replied that 
most of these women found employment in 
the hotels and boarding houses and that in 
fact they were laborers. 


Friends of Lincoln, Neb., Youth De- 
clare His Health Was Broken by 
West Point Brutality. 


Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 26.—[Special. ]}—Burke 
8. Hall, a young man 26 years old. son of 
the late District Judge Charles L. Hall, was 
buried today.

FILIBUSTERS START WORK 


DEMOCRATS TRY TO KILL CLAUSE 
WAIVING 8 HOUR DAY ON CANAL. 


Minority Leader Uses Every Block- 
ing Artifice in the Game to Defeat 
Provision in Deficiency Bill—Sep- 
arate Vote and Roll Call to Be 
Taken Today—House Refuses In- 
crease of $115,000 - Meat Inspec~ 
tion Fund. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26.—The first at- 
tempt at fillbustering this session occurred 
in the house today when the democrats en- 
deavored to defeat the provision of the urgent 
deficiency bill waiving the eight hour law for 
foreign laborers on the Panamg canal. 

The amendment was placed in the bill in 
committee of the whole after the house had 
divided many times on every pretext which 
Minority Leader Williams could make ths 
cause of a vote. When the bill, to which the 
amendment was proposed, was finally fin- 
ished, late in the day, a demand for a sepa- 
rate vote and roll call on that amendment 
was made and ordered, at which time the 
house adjourned. The vote will be the first 
business tomorrow. 


Special Rule Saves Amendment. 

The amendment was ruled out of the bill 
On a point of order on Tuesday, and its in- 
sertion today was effected under the pro- 
vision of a special rule brought in from the 
rules committee for that purpose. A roll call 
was taken on the previous question on the 
rule, which was a test vote, and it was car- 
ried by 153 to 98, the democrats making up 
the minority vote. 

The only other controversy of the day re- 
sulted from an attempt to increase by $115,000 
the amount for meat inspection by the de- 
partment of agriculture, 


Refuse Meat Inspection Grant. 

This increase was refused after an ant- 
mated debate in which Chairman Tawney 
characterized the movement as an attempt 
by the department to coerce congress into 
giving’ more money than the secretary had 
estimated for. 

Those favoring the amendment did so, they 
stated, in the interests of the cattle industry 
of the country. 


PROF. EAGER TO BE A CONSUL. 


Member of Lake Forest University Fac- 
ulty Appointed to Diplomatic 
Post in Germany. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 26,—[Special.j— 
Prof. Eager of Lake Forest college is to 
be appointed American consul at Annaberg, 
Germany. The salary of the post is $2,500, 
but the fees will bring its value up to $3,400. 
Prof. Lager was recommended by Senators 
Cullom and Hopkins. Dr. J. T. Binkley of 
Chicago is in Washington, endeavoring to 
obtain a consular appontment. His papers 
include a testimonial from the late Marshall 
Field. 


PERE MARQUETTE LINE SUED. 


New York Brokers Ask Reimburse- 
ment of $22,300, Interest on 
Bonds Floated by Them. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Jan. 26.—Suit against 
the Pére Marquette ra.lroad was started to- 
day in the United States Circuit court by 
Rudolph and Leopold Kleybolte, bankers and 
brokers, doing business at Cincinnati and 
New York under the firm name of Kleybolte 
& Co. 

The action is to recover $22,800, which, it is 
said, is due the complainants on 1,115 coupon 
interest bonds, payable Jan. 1, 1906. Kley- 
bolte«& Co. negotiated a bond loan of a 
million and a half for the railroad company, 
and the $22,300 represents six months’ in- 
terest on this amount. 

The entire loan amounted to $4,500,000, but 
Kieybolte & Co. handled cnly $1,500,000 


the senate and the possibility of an actual 
vote on this subject is remote indeed. 


Pending Treaties Ignored. 

It might be thought the senate was unable 
to take up domestic questions because it was 
so busy settling the foreign policy of the 
United States or in codperating with the pres- 
ident in filling the civil lst of the govern- 
ment. The treaty between the United States 
and Santo Domingo was submitted to the 
United States senate a year ago, It is still 
unacted upon, although the president and the 
secretary of tate have pleaded eit her for rat- 
ification or rejection so as to enable them to 
go ahead in Samto Domingo under the exist- 
ing policy or leave thet unhappy republic to 
the mercy of its European creditors. 

The Isle of Pines treaty has been dangling 
in the genate for so long a time it Ie difficult 
to find out when it was first submitted. 
Neither this treaty nor the Santo Domingo 
one has been finally passed upon by the sen- 
ate committee on foreign relations. 


How Senate Kills Time. 

Because some senators wanted to go to New 
York, or to go fishing, or to go somewhere 
else, the senate adjourned from yesterday 
until Monday, in spite of the fact that there 
are a dozen important measures and several 
different treaties which are entitled to imme- 
diate consideration. The house plugs ‘along 
almost every day. Unless the senate begins 
to do business before long, the house will 
have to adjourn more than half the time to 
prevent a complete legislative congestion at 
the north end of the capitol. Reference to 
the files of the Congressional Record shows 
that incidental speeches on almost every sub- 


ject under tfe sun have been made in the | 


senate, although in point of fact there has 
been no actual consideration of any single 
important measure. Senators have made 
speeches on consular reform, pure food, rail- 
road rates, statehood, the Philippine tariff, 
Santo Domingo, White house etiquette, and 
other things, including of course the ever- 
lasting Panama canal, but no one of these 
subjects has any real standing in the senate 
today. 


Blocked by Ship Subsidy. 

The ship subsidy bill, which has not been 
demanded by any great number of people 
throughout the country, and which the party 
leaders are afraid to go before the people 
upon for fear it may cost them the next 
house of representatives, is the unfinished 
business in the senate to the entire exclusion 
of the pure food and railroad rates bills, the 
Philippine tariff, statehood, and other sub- 
jects. 

Under the rules of the senate the debate 
may proceed on any subject entirely without 
reference to the thing nominally under con- 
sideration. The shipping bill has been jock- 
eyed into a position where it is officially con- 
sidered the unfinished busihess every day at 


2 o'clock, but it is not even being discussed 


nowadays, and no one knows when a senator 
arises at his seat what particular subject 
he is likely to talk about. 

The inertia and inactivity of the United 
States senatesenever was more flagrant than 
it is ay. Even the senators themselves 
are disposed to apologize for this condition 
of lethargy, although no one seems to be able 
to explain what has causedit. 


Any.Excuse Stops Business. 

Individual senators, as a rule, block the 
way to final consideration of each impor- 
tant subject now on the calendar of elther 
house. The total absence of reasonable rules 
in the senate and wide latitude of debate per- 
mits any one of the ninety men tostep public 
business while he goes to lunch or runs 
home to see his sick wife. 

Mr. Hale of Maine is stopping the pure 
fcod bill and other senators stand in the way 
of equally important legislation. 

The senators are not even able to get down 
to business behind closed doors when there 
is no temptation to speak to the galleries, 
Senator Reed Smoot, one of their number, 
has been under suspicion ever since he was 
elected. Cords of testimony have been taken 
in his case and hundreds of witnesses have 
been heard, but still there is no action, 

There is an investigation on of the Panama 
canal bill. It is proceeding in a most des- 
ultory fashion. It develops nothing, and 
there is nothing depending upon it in legisla- 
tion actually before the senate 

The appropriation bills are in fairly good 
shape because they are in particular charge 
ef Senator Allison of Iowa, who is an expert 
at this kind of work, but the general legisla- 
tive work of the senate is disgracefully be- 
hind hand, and the contrast with the clean 
cut, expeditious methods of the house of 
representatives is becoming more vivid every 
day.

DOWNFALL OF GARLAND DUE 
TO WHISKY AND MORPHINE. 


Son of Former United States Attorney 
General Tells Why He Resolved to 
Become a Thief. 


William Garland, 80 years old, who con- 
fessed after his arrest Thursday night that 
he had intended to break the show window 
of Hyman, Berg & Co.’s jewelry store with 
a brick which was found concealed beneath 
his vest, said yesterday that whisky and 
morphine caused his downfall. 

He is a son of Augustus H. Garland. 
United States attorney general under Presi- 
dent Cleveland, who died ih 1899. He was 
educated in St. John's academy. Washington, 
D. C., and for a time practiced law. 

Two years~ago he was divorced from his 
wife, whom he married in Little Rock, Ark.. 
in 1898. They had two sons, but one of them 
died. Garland took a cure for the whisky 
habit, but the doctors gave him hypodermic 
injectfons of morphine and in that waythe 
became kddicted to the habitual use of mor. 
phirie. win 

He became 4 physical wreck, gave up the 
practice of law, and was unable to hold any 
other position. For a time during the team- 
sters’ strike he drove a wagon for the United 
States Express company. 

Attorney R. A. Burton, Who has known 
Garland since he was 16 years old, called on 
him at the Central police station and offered 
to assist him, but Garland refused the offer. 
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RICH MINISTER 
GUILTY OF FRAUD 


Jury Convicts South Dakota 
Magnate of Illegal Plot-to 
Rob Government. 


IS A RECTOR OF CHURCH. 


Forty Witnesses Testify He Ar- 
ranged to Have War Veter- 
ans Make False Filings. 


Omaha, Neb., Jan. 26.—(Special.)—The 
hardest fought ofall the Nebraska land fraud 
cases ended today in the conviction of the 
Rev. George G. Ware, a wealthy cattle man 
and rector of the Episcopal church, on the 
charge of conspiracy to defraud the United 
States government. Ware was found gullty 
on eight counts out of nine on the first in- 
dictment and on all seven counts of the sec- 
ond indictment. Both indictments charge 
conspiracy to illegally secure government 
lands in Hooker county, Neb. 

The testimony showed an arrangement be- 
tween Ware, Frank W. Lambert, and Harry 
Welch to secure filings on land within the 
inclosures of the U. B. I Cattle company of 
Hooker county, of which Ware is pregiden«, 
by the terms of which arrangement Ware 
was to pay all the expenses of the inmates 
of the old soldiers’ home at Grand Island, 
both in making the original entry and in 
making the final proofs, and also to assist 
the old soldiers in building shacks on their 
claims, and that old soldiers in return were 
to give ninety-nine year leases as security 
to Ware and upon final proof were te deed 
their holdings to him in consideration of 
$150 for each quarter section. 


Coconspirators Plead Guilty. 

Lambert and Welch each pleaded guilty to 
the indictment, and were the chief witnesses 
for the government. Forty witnesses alto- 
gether testified against Ware. In his own 
behalf, Ware was exceedingly adroit in ex- 
plaining all the points made against him, de- 
claring that he was anxious to have none but 
friendly neighbors and that he considered 1: 
worth while to pay out several thousand dol- 
lars to secure homesteaders who would per- 


mit his company to use their hay and pasture. 


Judge Munger, in summing up the testi- 
mony, pointed out that the guilt of one party 
to a conspiracy meant the equal guilt of all. 
In elaborating on the homestead laws Judge 
Munger said that they meant the actual es- 
tablishment of a homestead and that every 
act must be carried out in good faith. 

“Tt is not a compliance with the law,” 
said the judge, for a man to file upon a 
claim with no intention to make the land his 
home. If the filing of a claim contemplated 
the alienation of the land to other parties it 
was not complying with the law in good 
faith.”’ 

A conspiracy was defined by the judge as 
“the meeting of two or more minds in an 
unlawful agreement.“ 


Judge Points Out the Law. 


In his special Instruction, at the request of 
the defense, Judge Munger pointed out the 
discrepaficy between the testimony of Lam- 
bert and that of Ware as to the agreement 
between them, and that the jury must be 
convinced, in order to find Ware guilty, that 
an agreement existed which contemplated an 
arrangement with persons making filings by 
which the use of lands thus obtained should 
inure to the benefit of the defendant or de- 
defendant’s company. : 

The jury was out about five hours before 
returning with its verdict. Ware's attorneys 
immediately gave notice of a motion for a 
new trial. The penalty is two years’ impris- 
onment and a fine not to exceed $1,000.

Atmosphere in A. B. Ward’s Novel is True to Life and 
There Is Plenty of Pathos and Good Delineation. 


HERE is about to appear in the book 
shops a good western story by A. B. 
Ward, entitled THE SAGE BRUSH 
PARSON.” There will be an inclina- 
tion to compare it with The Sky 

Pilot,” by Ralph Connor, perhaps, but there 
is really little in common save that the west— 
though in different sections~is the scene, and 
an ardent missioner is the hero in each tale. 

Clement Vaughn is the name of Mr. Ward's 
missioner, and he is an Englishman, who has 
heard a call to the wilderness. He finds wil- 
derness and to spare in Nevada, whither he 
has been preceded by two childhood friends, 
a married couple, whose location in that 
particular spot of the unconquered west 
directed his footsteps thither. The Henleys, 
husband and wife, are living in a mountain 
shack and boarding the miners, and they wel- 
come Vaughn warmly. Mrs. Henley has 
a curious spiritual understanding with 
Vaughn, and she desires him to bring his 
sweetness and light into the base life around 
them, -Her husband is not so sure of the 
advisability of what he feels will eventuate 
in a martyrdom of his friend, but the two 
more electric spirits have their way. Vaughn, 
an ordained Methodist minister, with a wife 
in England, goes into a little church in one 
of the wildest of mountain camps among 
gamblers, miners, drunkards, and blas- 
phemers, to arouse them to their better 
selves. 


The English wife, who thinks more of 
comfort and prosperity than she does of 
abnegation, refuses to join him, and writes 
him letters so full of stinging reproaches that 
a break occurs between the two and com- 
munication ceases. Vaughn is an ingenious 
evangelist, and, devoting himself with utter 
concentration and consecration to the task 
before him, devises extraordinary tricks for 
gaining the attention of 'the community about 
him. He is obliged to prove his manhood 
in many ways before he is accepted by the 
miners, but when eventually he does this, he 
becomes the most conspicuous member of 
his community. 

There is in the town one group of persons 
whom he finds congenial. These are some 
mine owners, with their satellites, in the way 
of manager, attorney, chaplain, family con- 
nection, etcetera. The most picturesque 
figure of this group is the beautiful widow, 
Mrs. Chisholm, with whom every man of 
quality in-the book is in love. Poor Vaughn 
goes the way of the others, and, what is more 
to the point, Mrs. Chisholm falls in love with 
him, too. Their Hves lie far apart, how- 
ever, and each pursues his or her individual 
destiny with all the fervor of his or her re- 
spective nature until what may be termed a 
psychological accident shatters their reserve, 


and their love is confessed. 
a 


Vaughn, the ieader and regenerator of other 
men, finds himself, without his volition, a 
traitor to his principles—a man in love with 
one woman, and married to another. Such 
an offense must, in a person of his quality, 
light consuming fires of remorse; and, on the 
eve of his significant discovery of the love 
of Katherine Chisholm for him, his wife ar- 
rives from England with a baby in her arms— 
Vaughn's son, of whose existence he had been 
ignorant. Delia, the wife, is relentless in 
her determination to have Vaughn return to 
England. The scandal of her concealed ex- 
istence ruins Vaughn's standing in the com- 
munity, the superintendent of missions re- 
quests him to leave his church, and Vaughn 
sees failure on every hand. Heand his wife 
meet on a lonely mountain path, and he re- 
proaches her with having rufned his life. 
In a fit of hysterical rage she throws herself 
and her baby over the cliff and both are 
dashed to death on the rocky bottom of the 
ravine. Vaughn is accused of murder, is 
sentenced, and is to be hung in the midst 
of the little hamlet which he had lifted from 
a besotted life into something approaching 
goodness, when—— 

But for the rest the book may be consulted. 
Let it not be supposed that the story is a 
cheaply sensational one. It is far frem that. 
Characteristic western humor and yet more 
characteristic western pathos are plentiful 
in the tale. The atmosphere is true to the 
life and the hero is a sincere portrayal. As 
for sensation—well, no fictionist can equal 
life in that regard. Thestory, likethe “ par- 


son, smells of sage brush, and there are 


nostrils—I have that kind myself—which pre- 
fer that pungent odor to anything the per- 
fumer of toilet dainties can devise. (Little, 
Brown & Co.) 


HER AMERICAN DAUGHTER,” a nov- 
el, by Annie T. Colcock, isnot precisely what 
one would term seasoned work, but it is quite 
delightful for all that. Many a better writer 
has failed to prove as fanciful, gay, tender, 
and atmospheric. 

The story is laid in Madrid, just before the 
outbreak of the Spanish-American war. The 
characters are Americans, Spaniards, and 
Englishmen. The heroine is an art student 
from Charleston, chaperoned vaguely, by an 
American artist and his wife,“ and protected 
more effectively by an energetic, common- 
place but loyal young man from Rhode Is- 
land, a fellow artist. Raven Woodward is 
the name of the heroine and she is described 
as genuine and lovable for all of—or because 
of-“ her sudden flares, her meltings, her 
sincerities, neither overwise nor uncommonly 
beautiful.“ She awakes adrmration in the 
opposite sex quite frequently and disconcert- 
ingly, and is the subject of a base wager 
among a number of Spaniarda, who have 
watched her passings to and fro. Teodore, 
the most unscrupulous of the company which 
gathers about the table of a café, wagers 
that American women are no more to be 
trusted than others, who venture, young and 
unmothered, into a great city. He says: 
Let us put this matter toa practical test. 
Is Francisco's pretty friend a fair typeof the 
American sefiorita? Then let us appoint her 
champion for the women of her nation I 
venture to say that in six months I could 
effectually shatter your pretty illusions 1 
am willing to wager that without any con- 
ventional aids—without even an introduction 
I can place/myself on such a footing that 
she will consent to sup with me here at this 
table, at this hour of the night, In such com- 
pany as I shall choose, unchaperoned.“ 

The nice little heroine, with her pretty 
pride, her honesty of purpose, her artistic 
enthusiasm, her poverty, and her slowly 
growing love for a first rate fellow from New 
York, novelist and traveler, is, therefore, 
subjected to many dangers. She appears to 
have a faculty of getting into predicaments, 
and this furnishes her American friends with 
no end of opportunities for exhibiting their 
ingenuity, loyalty, and courage. The book 
ends just as the most amiable of readers 
would desire to have it. 


But it is not in the story itself that the real 
charm lies so much as in the naive delight in 
old Madrid, her people, her streets, and her 
customs. The book has atmosphere and 
one really unusual and memorable character, 
old Dolores, the lodging’ house keeper with 
whom Raven Woodward lives, and who, half 
in jest, adopts Raven, calling her “ Her 
American daughter,“ and throwing over the 
lonely girl the mantle of her mother love. 
Miss Colcock has a really charming fancy. 
Her book is fresh and innocent, her point of 
view healthful, and her attitude toward life 
eager and expectant. Her work needs prun- 
ing and she has much to learn as to style and 
method, but incentestably, she has promise. 

It is, take it for all in all, a much greater 
pleasure to read the bright and happy work 
of a new writer, even when there are man- 
fest faults, than to drouse over the Jafied 
work of a sophisticated and established au- 
thor who keeps on toiling with his pen after 
he, and all the rest of the world, wish that 
he wquid take to farming. (The Neale Pub-

RESS IN CHICAGO DISTRICT. 


Against a Larger Number of Failures 
and Interference to Business Due to 
Sterms During Week, It Is Noted 
That Raw Material Markets Con- 
tinue Strong, Indicating That Man- 
ufacturing Holds Steady—Steel Ex- 
hibits Unprecedented Production. 


The weekly review of trade in the Chicago 
district, published by R. G. Dun & Co., will 
say: 

Against a larger number of fallures and 
the short interference to business due to 
storms this week, it lo to be noted that raw 
material markets continue strong, indicat- 
ing that manufacturing holds steady, and 
that, together with increasing arrivals of 
buyers, there is further distinct ease in 
money. Transportation and outdoor work 
recowered quickly from weather interfer- 
ence and the lower temperature stimulated 
demand for fuel, retail trade also doing better 
in seasonable lines, especially warm apparel. 

Wholesale operations assumed more ex- 
tended proportions, both house and mall or- 
ders reflecting substantial buying of spring 
wares for early delivery. Selections were 
large in dry goods, footwear; hardware, and 
furniture for the interior, new business also 
appearing in staples from south and south- 
western points. 

Agricultural reports are favorable, winter 
grains being well protected against frost, and 
there are extensive preparations for the early 
resumption of actiwity on the farms. Thia 
adds to the confidetce of country merchants 
in making present commitments for mer- 
chandise. 


Iron and Steel at Record. 

Iron and steel capacity exhibits unprece- 
dented production, this providing enormous 
business for the railroads. Structural steel, 
plates, pipe, and merchant iron are In good 
request. 

Commodity movements point to a preva- 
lence of rapid consumption and heavter mar- 
keting of grain. Conditions in the markets 
for primary foodstuffs reflect sustained ac- 
tivity in provisions, with poorer cash deal- 
ings in tLe grains and flour. 

Bank clearings, $201,822,788, exceed those 
of the corresponding week in 1905 by 13.3 per 
cent. Commercial paper is in improving sup- 
ply, but there is more bidding for choice 
names and the discount rate fell to 5 per cent.
